Washington, Jan. 31.—A very ani­ 
mated debate closed the senate session 
late Thursday afternoon over the ques­ 
tion of taking the vote of the pending 
silver-bond bill. It had been expected 
throughout 
the day that Mr. Jones 
(Ark.), in charge of the bill, would hold 
the senate in session until a vote was 
forced. 
He had given notice »( t s 
purpose and senators were prepared 
it. But at 4:15, when Mr. Vilas secured 
the floor for a speech, he yielded for a 
motion to go into executive session. He 
felt satisfied, he said, that a vote could 
be taken in the near future. This led 
to much discussion. Mr. Chandler was 
sarcastic at the abandonment of the 
plan for a vote. Mr. Stewart made the 
significant statement that the pending 
silver amendment would be germane as 
an amendment to the tariff bill, and 
that when the latter measure came be­ 
fore the senate he would offer a silver 
amendment to test senators on their 
•choice between tariff and silver. 
Mr. Hale (rep., Me.) reported back 
the urgent deficiency appropriation and 
gave notice that he would ask to take 
It up today. The silver-bond bill was 
-taken up at 2 o’clock and MI*. Call 
{dem., Fla.) continued his speech, be­ 
gun Wednesday. 
Mr. Mitchell (rep., Ore.) followed in 
support of the silver substitute. 
He 
pointed out that our foreign indebted­ 
ness during the last twenty-five years 
had greatly increased, notwithstanding 
the fact that during the time there was 
a balance of trade in our favor In mer­ 
chandise of $1,763,500,000, besides sil­ 
ver exports jf $386,311,625 and gold ex­ 
ports of $271,190,721. Mr. Mitchell said: 
“There are, in my judgment, two rem­ 
edies to be applied: First, our shipping 
laws must be amended, our merchant 
marine must be encouraged and built 
up, and we must become our own car­ 
riers; and, secondly, we must legislate 
to increase the value of our export com­ 
modities so as to enable us to meet, re­ 
duce and. if possible, wipe out the debt 
which today makes the people of this 
country virtually slaves to the money 
lenders of Groat Britain. We must re­ 
duce our expenses, and, instead of is­ 
suing new* bonds, stop incurring obli­ 
gations abroad and increase, is possible, 
the value of our commodities, including 
silver, with which to meet this indebt­ 
edness.” 
Mr. 
Mitchell 
discussed 
at 
some 
length the competition of China and 
Japan with the United States. “It is 
Incredible,” 
said 
the senator, “that 
the people cannot be made to realize 
the great, transparent fact, so abso­ 
lutely apparent, that the effect of 
the operation of the single gold stand­ 
ard is to bring our alborers, our manu­ 
facturers, our artisans, and our farm­ 
ers as well, into direct and ruinous 
competition with the laborers, the man­ 
ufacturers and artisans of every silver- 
standard. silver-using country in the 
world.” He said he was in favor of bi­ 
metallism, but he did not believe it 
could be brought about by an interna­ 
tional agreement. He did not believe 
that those who were talking of an in­ 
ternational agreement expected 
that 
such a result was possible. He was in 
favor of independent bimetallism, as 
there was no prospect of an interna­ 
tional agreement. He did not believe 
that England, so long as she could con­ 
trol Germany and 
other 
countries, 
would consent 
to an 
international 
agreement for bimetallism. 
Mr. Perkins (Rep., Cal.) spoke briefly 
in support of the silver amendment. 
The people of California had made up 
their minds on this subject, and, know­ 
ing this universal feeling in his state, 
the senator said he would cast his vote 
for the silver amendment, thus exe­ 
cuting the instructions 
given 
him, 
even though his personal views 
in­ 
clined to a more conservative course. 
He would prefer an American policy on 
the silver question, first coining the 
product of American mines. 
Mr. Stewart (Nev.) interrupted with 
the question: “Will the senator sup­ 
port the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 15 to I Indepen­ 
dent of England?” 
“Yes. I will vote for this measure,” 
answered Mr. Perkins, “although I do 
not regard it as entirely expedient at 
this time. I will respond to the desires 
of the people and the state I have the 
honor in part to represent.” 
Mr. Perkins proceeded to urge the 
need of a tariff measure adequate to 
meet the country’s expenditures and to 
overcome the deficit. The senator also 
approved the popular feature of the 
bond call. 
At 4:15. when Mr. Perkins concluded, 
an animated discussion arose as to tak­ 
ing the vote on the measure. Mr. Vilas 
(Wis.) took the floor for a speech, but 
stated that he preferred to go on to-day. 
It was expected that Mr. Jones (Ark.), 
in charge of the bill, would insist on 
proceeding, but he said he would yield 
for an executive session. 
He added: 
“I do this, being satisfied from convers­ 
ing with senators that there will be no 
difficulty In getting a vote on the bill 
in the very near future.” 
“Docs the senator expect 
' vote to­ 
morrow?” asked Mr. Chandler. 


Mr. Jones dissented from this. saying 
Im fait I ti flied a vote could be reached 
on Saturday. 
After considerable desultory talk Mr. 
Chandler withdrew his suggestions of 
a five-minute debate, with the distinct 
understanding, he said, that on Satur­ 
day an earnest effort would be made to 
secure a vote on the bill. 
There was a momentary lull, and the 
presiding officer, Mr. Frye, put the ques­ 
tion of going into executive session, 
and it prevailed. Soon thereafter, at 
5:50, the senate took a recess until 12 
to-day.

Washington. Jan. 31.—No decision in 
the matter of censuring Ambassador 
Bayard was attained Thursday by tho 
house committee on foreign affairs. 
The members were practically opposed 
along party lines, the republicans urg­ 
ing a resolution of censure and the 
democrats standing by the ambassador. 


Five Were Killed and Fifteen Were 
Injured When the Big Boiler Burst. 
— Boiler Thrown Three Hundred 
Feet, Through the Roof—Placing 
the Blame. 


Hollidaysburg, Pa^ Jan. 31.—Five 
persons were killed and nearly a score 
injured, some of them fatally, by the 
explosion of the large thirty-nine-inch 
cylinder boiler at the works of the Hol­ 
lidaysburg Iron and Nail company yes­ 
terday. The names of the dead are:

There was the greatest excitement 
around the wrecked building, and the 
families of the dead and wounded were 
frantic with grief.

be got together Coroner Foust impan­ 
eled a jury, which, after viewing the 
wreck, adjourned until evening. 
No explanation is offered as to the 
cause of the explosion. 
Some of the 
employes say they were short of steam 
before the accident occurred. 


Fatal Termination of a Long-Standing 
Feud—Murderer Surrenders to the 
Authorities— Cunning Plan of 
a 
Texas Murderer Revealed to the 
Police. 


Plymouth, Ind., Jan. 31.—John Swov- 
erland, a well-known stock buyer, was 
shot and killed instantly by Samuel S. 
Stewart at a sale of machinery on the 
farm of Charles Elsener at 2 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon. The shooting was 
the result of a long-standing feud be­ 
tween the two men. Swoverland, it is 
claimed, had sworn to kill Stewart. 
Stewart, who is a lad of about twenty- 
one, attended the sale and became in­ 
volved in a quarrel with a young son 
of Swoverland, in which young Swover­ 
land seems to have been worsted. He 
started to return home for his father, 
whom he met on the way, a short dis­ 
tance from the scene of the sale. 
The elder Swoverland immediately 
hastened to the scene and, it is claim­ 
ed, calling to Stewart, told him he had 
come to kill him. Drawing a revolver 
he shot at Stewart, but missed him. 
Stewart returned the fire, the ball went 
wide of its mark. Stewart's second shot 
struck Swoverland full in the forehead, 
penetrating the brain. As Swoverland 
fell Stewart fired again, but only in­ 
flicted a flesh wound. 
After the shooting Stewart started 
for home, intending to get a horse and 
come to town to give himself up. On 
the way he met an elder son of Swover­ 
land, who fell upon him with a knife 
and nearly killed him. In the fight 
Stewart’s right arm was cut nearly to 
pieces. He then went to Bourbon and 
gave himself up and was brought here 
and placed in jail. 
The shooting created intense excite­ 
ment, owing to the prominence of Swov­ 
erland, but is rapidly on the decrease, 
from the fact that the young man, as 
the people believe, acted in self-defense. 
His promptness in surrendering him­ 
self to the authorities has greatly 
helped his case, and at the preliminary 
hearing, wrhich will be held to-day, he 
may be discharged. Stewart, while ex­ 
pressing his sorrow at “being com­ 
pelled” to slay the man, says that 
Swoverland would surely have killed 
him.

Important Railroad Qnentton*. 
W allington, Jan. 31.—The Supreme 
court of the United States listened 
Thursday to arguments in two cases 
which bear upon the right of the inter­ 
state commerce commission to regulate 
interstate commerce. The first of these 
coses was directed against the Texas & 
Pacific Railroad company and involved 
the right of railroads to carry import­ 
ed articles at a lower rate than is paid 
on domestic traffic, and the second, 
against the Cincinnati, Texas & Pacific 
and other railroad companies, involving 
the right to charge more for a short 
than a long haul. The arguments were 
not concluded.________ 


To Modify Indian Treaties. 
W ashingtonian. 31.—The commit­ 
tee on Indian affairs has authorized a 
favorable report on a bill for the ap­ 
pointment of a commission to 
treat 
with the Shoshone and Bannock In­ 
dians. It is the purpose of the bill to 
induce these Indians so to modify their 
treaty rights that the privilege which 
they now possess of hunting on the un­ 
occupied public lands shall not conflict 
with state game laws and give occasion 
for such disturbances as occurred at 
Jackson’s Hole. Wyo., last year.

Urgent Deficiency BHI Reported. 
Washington, Jan. 31.—The urgent 
deficiency bill was on Thursday report­ 
ed to the senate from the committee 
on appropriations, being the first of the 
appropriation bills to be reported to the 
senate this session. It increases the 
total appropriation for deficiencies over 
the amount appropriated by the house 
bill to the extent of $1,509,664, the total 
being $5,930,GG7. 


Against Convict Labor. 
Washington, Jan. 31.—Among

bills introduced in the senate Thursday 
were the following: By Mr. Allen, of 
Nebraska, prohibiting the purchase or 
use by any federal official of any con­ 
vict-made goods. By Mr. Peffer. a bill 
to grant pensions to soldiers who served 
in the Confederate army and afterward 
served in the army of the United States. 


Republican Cancan Postponed. 
Washington. Jan. 31.—The Repub 
lican senatorial caucus to consider the 
question of reorganization, which was 
to have been held Thursday, has been 
postponed until to-day, at 4 o’clock. 
The postponement was made necessary 
by the absence of some senators and the 
committee arrangements of others. 


Indiana Supreme Coart Make* 
Important Decision. 
Indianapolis, Jan. 31.—The supreme 
court 
yesterday 
declared 
invalid 
the legislative apportionment of 1895 
passed by the republicans. The case 
came up from Sullivan county, and in­ 
volved the apportionment act also of 
1893, passed by the democrts. 
This 
also goes down as unconstitutional. By 
a former decision the apportionments 
1893, passed by the democrats. 
This 
latter decision makes it necessary to 
go back to the act of 1895, which is 
the last apportionment act passed that 
has not been successfully attacked. The 
decision suggests that a special session 
of the legislature might be called to 
remedy the situation. 
The hold-over 
senators elected under the law of 1895 
are not disturbed by the decision. There 
are three opinions, one of which is a 
quasi dissent.

The Kellar Trial. 
Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 31.—The de­ 
fense fought hard Thursday to break 
down the steady continuation of cir­ 
cumstantial evidence going to show 
that Clara Shanks did not drown her­ 
self, but was murdered, and that the 
circumstances pointed to the Kellars 
as the murderers. 
Several witnesses 
were examined, but the defense failed 
to change their testimony on cross-ex­ 
amination. 


Canning Plan of a Murderer. 
Houston, Tex., Jan. 31.—Mrs. Bettie 
Crocker was found brutally murdered 
in Madison county in October, having 
been hacked to pieces with an ax. A 
reward of $600 was offered. Wednes­ 
day Sheriff Lindley arrested Isaac Ran­ 
dle, her 13-year-old nephew, who con­ 
fessed to the crime, implicating his 10- 
year-old brother. He says he was of­ 
fered $200 by the man who killed his 
aunt to say he did it, his age guarantee­ 
ing immunity.

k M illion D ollars Invested 
In th e In­ 
dustry— Largo Revenue for Verm ont. 
This is the time of year when maple 
iirup takes its proper place as king of 
.he condiments at the breakfast table, 
jays the New York World. It comes 
*n with buckwheat cakes and fried 
lominy. There is just a round million 
dollars invested in this country in 
Ute machinery which 
produces 
and 
turifies the sirup. The industry is con­ 
g e d almost entirely to the few states 
aorth of Massachusetts. That is be­ 
cause the maple tree refuses to flourish 
in any but a cold climate. 
It won’t 
;row in the northwestern states, for the 
reason that it has to have plenty of 
Moisture and that is to be had only near 
the ocean. 
Fully 90 per cent of the 
maple sirup and maple sugar produced 
In this country comes from Vermont. 
The annual yield of sirup and sugar of 
that state is valued at something like 
|500,000. Seventy-five per cent of the 
product is consumed in this country, 
md the rest is exported to Europe. But 
It is not in common use beyond the sea 
tor the reason that it is very expensive 
because of the freight and duty. In 
England it is to be found in many of 
the homes of the nobility, where it is 
regarded in high favor, not only because 
It is delicate and sweet, but because it 
Is a unique and costly product. There 
is a good deal of mystery about the 
trigin of the production of maple sugar 
and sirup. By whom it was first dis- 
lovered .will probably never be known. 
It has been popular among the people 
lf the world for several centuries. Mil­ 
ton must have known it, though he evi­ 
dently regarded it as an humble arti­ 
cle, for in his Comus he says; 
“For who would rob a hermit of his 
weeds, 
His few books, his beads, or his maple 
dish?" 
The maple tree is active in summer 
and passive in winter. The tree is ex­ 
tremely porous, there being, according 
to the highest authority, about 100,000,- 
>00 cells in every cubic inch of the wood. 
In summer the tree absorbs moisture 
into all these cells, which is condensed 
Into water. This water mingling with 
the natural saccharine properties of 
‘die tree, becomes maple sirup in a crude 
Corm. The tree is also extremely sen­ 
sitive to weather conditions. When in 
February and March the maple begins 
to "sweat,” as the New England farmer 
terms it, the tree wishes to unburden 
itself and it does so w hether the farmer 
is on hand to get the benefit of the pro­ 
cess or not But the farmer is generally 
on hand. 
Before machinery was in­ 
vented for the purpose the farmer used 
to furrow the trunk of the tree by Blasti­ 
ng the bark lengthwise all around the 
tree near its base. A trough attached 
to the lowest of these furrows carried 
the sirup from the tree to the dripping 
jucket and that constituted the process 
Df getting the product. 
The 
farmer 
nowadays goes up to a tree that is 
“sweating,” casts his eye at the softest 
spot in the trunk and drives into It to 
a depth of several iuches a metal tap 
and this relieves the tree in splendid 
chape. The tree appears just as anxious 
to get rid of the sap as the farmer is to 
gather it
